Directors of the World's Fair, who re- 
turned Tuesday from the trip to Buffalo 
and the Pan-American Exposition, are en- 
thusiastic over their hospitable treatment 
by the Buffalonians. 

They have resumed the task of arranging 
for the local Exposition with renewed vig- 
or, and with many ideas suggested by their 
visit to the Pan-American. 

Secretary Walter B. Stevens said to the 
Post-Dispatch Wednesday morning: 

“On the way back from Buffalo, Vice- 
President and General Manager Ramsey of 
the Wabash made the remark that in his 
opinion ‘the directors of the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition had gained at least three 
months on the work of preparation by the 
visit to the Pan-American Exposition.’ 

‘This is a significant and conservative 
Statement. The importance of the observa- 
tion and investigation by the directors 
from St. Louis can hardly be overesti- 
mated. On Bunday the gates were closed 
to the general public, but the St. Louis 
Visitor# were admitted and were able to 
find the heads of various departments pre- 
pared to show them about and to answer 
their questions. Certainly no set of exposi- 
tion officials ever went through a 
sistent inquiry by another set.

THE RIGGING CARRIED AWAY

Topmast, Mainmast and Bowsprit of 
Lipton’s Challenger Broken Short 
Off, Leaving Her a Wreck.— 
Shamrock I. Crippled by 
Same Squall. 


SOUTHAMPTON, May 22.—Shamrock II. 
the cup challenger, with King Edward and 
& party on board, was totally dismasted 
today by a squall, off Cowes, Isle of 
Wight. 

The King, who was on deck, had a mirac- 
ulous escape. The topmast, mainmast and 
bowsprit were broken short off. 

The disaster occurred while preparations 
were being made for the start, off Bram- 
ble’s buoy. 

The topmast of the Shamrock II was 
carried away and then her mainmast went 
by the board, carrying all her sails with it, 
and leaving her practically a wreck. The 
topsail of the Shamrock I was also car- 
ried away in the squall and she waa badly 
crippled. } 

The yachts were to be sent today over a 
triangular course similar to that of the 
America’s cup series. The emtrance into 
the race of the yaw! Sybarita (about 39 
feet over all) added to the interest taken 
in the contest, especially as the fresh 
weather and reaching course were both in 
favor of the yaw, placing the captains of 
the two Shamrocks under the necessity of 
driving their boats at full speed in order

POLICE THINK SHE KNOWS ALL 


MRS. BONINE MAY HAVE TOLD 
ONLY PART OF THE STORY. 


Shrewd as She Is Courageous, the Mis- 
souri Woman Declines to Swear to 

Her Statement and Awaits 

| Next Step of Prosecution.

WASHINGTON, May 22.—Mrs. Lola Ida 
Henri Bonine, the central figure in the fire- 
escape murder, is as shrewd as she is cour- 
ageous. After making the confession which 
partially clears up the mystery of the 
death of James Seymour Avres, the little 
woman positively declines to make affi- 


davit to the truth of her statement. She 
will await the next step ofthe District au- 
thorities. 

As the matter stands today, the prose- 
cution can do nothing but accept her ex- 

lanations of the tragedy, and if no new 
acts are brought out, Mrs. Bountne willl in 
a few days step out of jail a free woman. 
The propriety of her conduct may be ques- 
tioned, but there will be no taint of blood 
on her name in the eye of the law. 

The police do not believe Mrs. Bonine 
has told all of the story of last Wednes- 
day night's strange tragedy. In the hope 
of getting more light on the mystery, they 
are keeping close watch on another wom- 
an boarder at the Kenmore Hotel. 

This woman is Miss Minas. Miss Minas 
occupied a room adjoining the one in whtch 
Ayres lived. Separating the rooms was a 
thin partition, with a door leading from 
one room to the other. Conversation in 
ordinary tones in one room can be heard 
in the other. Yet Miss Minas has main- 
tained under oath that she knows nothing 
that will clear up the mystery 

This young woman admits she heard the 
shots and some one moaning. She was 
awake when the shots were fired. She bolted 
her door leading into the hall, and paced 
the floor until morning. When morning

The extra strain thus thrown on the top- 
mast proved too much for the spar. It 
whipped, broke and doubled off to lee- 
ward, carrying the whole weight of the 
jackyard and gear over the side in a ter- 
rible tangle. ae 

Almost as the topmast fell the great 
steel mainmast, weighing more than tWo 
tons, and carrying spars and gear weigh-

Like Mrs. Bonine, Miss Minas seems to 
be a woman of perfect self-control. Ac- 
cepting her statements as true, she knew 
some one had been shot in the room next 
to hers, yet she gave no alarm, but locked 
her door and kept silent. 

She is much like Mrs.

| have been packed in his trunk, as it is an 
| old-fashioned single-barrel muzazle-loader. 

The pistol could easily have been packed 
iin the trunk or valise. But it was not. 
|'This suggests that Ayres, packing up all 
‘his belongings in anticipation of moving 
next day, left the pistol and the cartridges 
for it out on his table because they did not 
belong to him and he wanted to return 
them to their owner, probably someone in 
the house, the next morning, before he 
moved. 

The police are endeavoring to find the 
owner of the pistol.

CRAZED BY PERPETUAL MOTION 


Eight Cuts Were Inflicted on His Wife 
and Ten on Himself While He 
Was Asleep, but He Is Charged 
With Assault to Kill. 


William McMillen of 4321 Maffitt avenue 
dreamed at midnight Tuesday that he was 
killing his wife and himself with the blade 
of a carpenter’s plane. 

He awoke to find that the horrible vision 
was true in all its details. 

His wife, frantic with terror, was scream- | 
ing for help and vainly trying to force her | 
way to the street through a securely fast- | 
ened door. 

Upon her body were eight cuts which he 
had inflicted.

Ten cuts, all of a dangerous nature, were 
upon his abdomen.

He had long been 
working on a perpetual motion idea and 
he ~ heer he would perfect it for the re- 
ward. 

He drew plans and constructed machines. 
None of them. realized his dream, but he 
always seemed to be on the verge of a great 
discovery. He continued at his work until 
he thought of nothing else. ; 

His health began to break under the 
strain. Six weeks ago he-was taken to the 
observation ward of the City Hospital, his 
delusion being that sOmebody was trying 
to kill him and take his invention from his 
family. 

He was released in a few days at his 
wife's request. 
could get along nicely with him. 

His stay at the City Hospital seemed to 
have done him a great deal of good, and 
he returned to work. Last week his oli 
illness returned and he began to get rest- 
less a n. 

But he was in good humor when he re- 
tired Tueagay night. He had been quiet 
all day, and had given no manifestation 
of delusion. 

This is the story of his attempt upon 
the Hives of his wife and himself as he 
told it to the Post-Dispatch Wednesday 
morning as he lay upon a cot at the City 
Hospital, apparently perfectly rational: 

“I do not know whether I was asleep 
or awake as I dreamed, but I do know I 
dreamed. I was not myself. At least, I 
did not have any control over myself.

TROUBLE MAY BE PROLONGED ON 
PACIFIC COAST. 


Allied Metal Trades Association Will 
Be Called Out Whenever the 
Machinists Desire It. 


May 22.—President 
O'Connell of the International Association 
of Machinists estimates that the number 
of machinists engaged in the strike today 
is 40,000. He claims to be satisfied with the 
situation and has confidence in the result. 
“By next Monday morning,” he said, 
“probably 90 per cent of the men who went

mands granted. The other 10 per cent are 
mostiy on the Pacific coast and in several 
Ohio cities.

President Mulholland of the Allied Metal 
Trades Association, comprising the semi- 
skilled men in machine shops, has notified 
the machinists’ headquarters here that he 
is ready to order out his men whenever the 
latter body deems it necessary. The strike 
leaders, however, do not care to involve 
any more men in the movement than is 
necessary, and the indications are that 
there wiN be no general augmentation of 
the force of the strikers by the allied men.

NEW YORK, May 22.—The strike of the

It is an 
easy matter to get a policeman and have a dispute settled 
without violence on the part of the street car employes. It 
is outrageous that peaceable passengers, including women 
and children, should not be secure from danger due to as- 
saults on other passengers by semi-public servants whose 
conduct ought to »e characterized by politeness to all. 

The conductor, motorman or other employe who flies to ahe 
controller or switchrod to settle a dispute with a passe:,er 
is af much a menace to the public peace as the thug who 
carries a concealed wéapon and is ever ready to use it. 

If the transit company's attitude is one of courtesy and 
justice to the public, it should instruct all its employes to 
show courtesy and justice towards its passengers. The em- 
ploye who gives way to violence should be promptly dis- 
miesed. He should also be prosecuted in the courts.

VERDICT IN THE GREEN CASE. 

After a searching investigation the coroners jury in the 
case of Fireman Green finds that his death was due to the 
defective construction of the buildings. It is further found 
that this was in violation of the city ordinances on the sub- 
Ject. 

It appears that there were no fire escapes on the buildings, 
and no firedoors cn the upper floors. The joists, which should 
not touch each other, overlapped and, in some cases, were 
nailed together, so that the fire easily passed from one build- 
ing to the other. 

The buildings seem to have been so many firetraps con- 
structed without reference to the ordinance and without the 
precautions commonly dictated by ordinary prudence. 

In a matter involving not only the safety of property, but 


precautions. 

A case like that of the Olive street fire cannot but discour- 
age firemen, who certainly need not be expected to work with 
enthusiasm to save property whose owner does not provice 
@s well as he can for their safety. A few such examples 
might demoralize the department. 

It pays to do the right thing, especially when it costs so 
little. Owners should look at it from the standpoint of their 
Own interest and make their buildings safe for occupants 
and firemen.

According to a parliamentary report the British destroyed 
634 farmhouses, mills, cottages, etc. in the Transvaal and the 
Orange -Free State, during the seven months ending Jan. 31.

J.P. MORGAN RECEIVED 


| President Loubet Talked Fve Minutes 
| to the Financier and Compli- 
| mented His French.

| PARIS, May 22.—President TLoubet has 
just received J. Pierpont Morgan, the 
|'American financier. Gen. Horace Porter, 
‘the United States ambassador, presented 
|Mr. Morgan at the Elysee Palace, and the 
| banker thanked the President of the French 
‘republic for the decoration of the Legion 
of Honor, which was presented as one of 
ithe honors conferred upon foreigners in 
connection with the international exposli- 
tio of 19009. 

Mr. Morgan, in the course of a brief con 
versation, assured President Loubet of the 
sympathy and admiration of the United 
States for France. The President answered 
in the same general pleasant manner and 
complimented Mr. Morgan upon his fluent 
use of the French language. The inter- 
view lasted barely five minutes.

LAKE BORGNE CANAL OPENING. 


Its Use Will Vastly Increase the Com- 
merce of New Orleans. 

NEW ORLEANS, La., May 22.— The for- 
mal opening to commerce of the new Lake 
Borgne canal will take place June 10. This 
canal, which is seven and one-half miles 
long,. conneets the Mississippi River with 
Lake Borgne, opening up the entire gulf 
coast from Pearl river to Mobile. The water 
route which it offers means the augmenta- 
tion by severel hundred per cent of the 
exports of lumber thpough New Orleans. 
The lumber will be brdught In barges from 
Pearl river, Gulfport, Pascagoula and Mo- 
bile, and already several million feet of 
pine are awaiting the opening of the canal, 
which will be followed by the Inaugura- 
tion of a barge line to ply between New 
Orleans and Mobile. The system brought 
into being by the canal involves the bring- 
ing of the barges to shipside in the Missis- 
appl. thus avoiding al ort charges.
